(00,000 BOXERS AROUND TIEN TSIN 


ONDON, July 9, 2:45 a. m.—The foreign consuls at Shanghai met on July 7th and officially announced that the legations at Pekin were safe on July 4th. 
The foregoing statement, read with Consul Warren’s dispatch to the foreign office on Saturday, makes it possible to believe that the legations will hold out 
for a number of days yet. Having fought to a standstill the first outbursts of fanatical fury, it is believable that something my intervene to save them. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The Express, telegraphing on Sunday at 5:10 p. m., however, throws doubt upon Consul Warren’s information. He says: 
“Taotai Sheng now admits that there was an error in his communication to General Warren. The date of the courier’s arrival at Chinan Fu was July 3d, 
which does not apply to his departure from Pekin. The journey from Pekin to Chinan Fu occupies five days. The courier, therefore, could not have left Pekin 
later than June 28th. The date of the massacre there as given by Chinese reports, was June 30th or July 1st.” 
Tien Tsin is still hard pressed. A Chinese force, numbering from 80,000 to 100,000 men, as estimated by incontlusive reconnoissances, floods the coun-

CONGER'S LAST LETTER PREDICTED GREAT 
SLAUGHTER OF FOREIGNERS BY THE BOXERS 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—The last China mail to reach the state department brought the report of Minister Conger, perhaps the last that will ever come to 
hand. This bears date of Pekin, May 21. It is of the utmost importance, disclosing, as it does, a full comprehension on the part of the foreign ministers in Pekin oe 
of the character and extent of the boxer uprising, even though Mr. Conger himself, by disposition optimistic, found some reason to hope that the worst was over 
at that date. What Mr. Conger has to say as to the attitude of the Chinese government toward the boxer movement as revealed in the formal interchange that 
took place between himself and the tsung li yamen is not only of peculiar interest now but probably will have a significant bearing on the final reckoning that 
Mr. Conger makes it very clear, through the publication of the Firench priest’s letter, that at least 
one and probably all of the European nations having interest in northern China were acquainted with the dangers of the situation at least two or three weeks 


before the actual outbreak in ‘Pekin. The correspondence is as follows:

Washington, July 8—A slightly more 
hopeful feeling for the safety of the le- 
gationers in Pekin is apparent in official 
circles tonight. The hope is not founded 
on any official dispatches which have 
reached the state department, as nothing 
has been received during the day from the 
consular representatives in China. The 
cumulative statements, however, which 
are daily printed from various portions 
of the empire reporting the diplomatic 
corps with the exception of the German 
minister as safe up to within certain 
time, together with the absence of any 
corroborative proof of their murder, is 
partially responsible for the slight hope 
which prevails that the ministers are 
yet alive. The statements purporting to 
come from Sir Robert Hart, the English 
Chinese inspector of customs, are regard- 
ed as the best information received. While. 
showing the conditions were desperate, 
the dispatches have not been entirely: 
without hope. Mr. Wu, the Chinese min- 
ister, continues optimistic in spite, of the 
alarming statements which have appear- 
Now that ed. Such recent communications as he 
has had with the officials of the south- 
ern provinces lead him to believe that up 
to a very recent date the legationerg were — 
\safe. Considerable importance is attach- 
ed here ;to the telegraphic announcement 

it Prince ©“ ~e¢ is leading @ counter 
revolution against the rebels in Pekin. 
The prince is the head of the tsung Il 
yamen, the Chinese foreign office, and 
the commander of a garrisoned force in 
the capital. His influence is said to be 
considerable and the fact, if the report be 
confirmed, that he has espoused the cause 
of the government of the empress and 
that the loyal troops are with him, it is 
said, may prevent further murder and 
pillage by the rebeis and in this indirect 
manner be the means of aiding the for- 
eigners. The prince is a member of the 
reform party. 

Japanese Troops Soon To Move. 

Now that the powers are satisfied for 
Japan to supply the major portion ot 
the troops which are to be sent to Pekin 
for the relief of the foreigners, the ex- 
pectation is that the onward movement 
of Japanese soldiers to China will soon 
begin, if indeed it already has not done 
Mr. Nabeshima, the Japanese charge 
d’affaires here, thinks that this is prob- 
ably the case, as his dispatch from the 
imperial government received here sev- 
eral days ago announced that the move- 
ment would begin immediately. A full. 
corps of men is to be dispatched which. 
will bring Japan’s army footing in China 
up to abouft 22,000 men. 

The Fifth army corps is to be sent 
and thirty-five ships, each of more than 
3,500 tons, are to be used in its trang- 
portation. Mr. Nabeshima believes that 
within ten days the relief corps will be 
in Pekin. The march to Pekin, he 
thinks, can be made in three days with- 
out great difficulty. His opinion is that 
the allied forces will remain at Taku 
and at Tien Tsin to guard the forts and 
to keep open the line of communication

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“On the 18th instant, during an extended personal interview with the tsung li yamen, I ‘called their attention to the fact that notwithstanding constant 
warnings from this and other legations, the boxers had coritinually increased and spread until now they are boldly organizing inside the wall of Pekin, the ex- 
istence of thousands is known in the villages around Pekia, Christian converts are being persecuted and threatened everywhere, many forced to recant their re- 
ligious professions, and some have been compelled to abandon their chapels and come to Pekin for safety. 


NUMBERS OE CHRISTIANS BURNED ALIVE. 


“I said: ‘At a London mission, near Chou Chow, forty miles west of Pekin, two native Christians have been killed and_ their chapels destroyed. Near 
Pao Ting Fu a Catholic village has been destroyed and sixty-one Christians murdered, some of them being burned alive. ‘The foreign governments cannot 
longer sit idly by and witness this persecution and murder. I can only speak for my own government, but it is becoming very impatient over China’s contin- 
ued ‘treaty violation. It always has been and still is the good friend of China and only wishes it prosperity, but is now more than determined to sustain the 
treaty rights of all American citizens and of the Christian converts, and it will hold the Chinese governmfent to the strictest responsibility for every treaty in- 
fraction in this regard. It will do this, not only for the benefit of its own citizens, but in the interest of China herself, whose government is now sadly threat- 
ened by these lawless organizations. At present it is true they seem to have no capable leader, but should one arise and the populace become really inflamed 
the overthrow of the present dynasty is most likefy to follow and possibly the destruction of the empire, etc.’ : 

“They replied that I did not understand the many difficulties under which they labored, but they had succeeded in suppressing the boxers in the prov- 
ince of Shan Tung and would do so here. | 

“I told them I saw no effective measures whatever being put forth. They replied that the movement had not heretofore been looked upon as serious; but 
that now the throne was fully aware of the gravity of the situation and that @ recent confidential decree had been sent to the viceroy, the Pekin and heighbortie 
officials, which would surely prove effective, suppress the boxers and restore order. I told them that the mast alarming telegrams were being sent to the news- 
papers of Europe and America of the existing state of anarchy here, and that the people of the world would be forced to believe that the government of China 
was either abetting these murderous brigands or that it was too weak to suppress or control them, and its good name and credit must suffer irretrievably in 
consequence. After reading me the decree, which was much like those heretofore published, they asked if I would not wire my government that they were'sup- 
pressing the boxers. | P 

“I replied that at present I would not; that I had been for six months telegraphing the issuance of ineffective decrees, but if they would show me the fact 
by actual and immediate repression, which they could if they would, in three days, I would gladly and quickly wire it to my government. 

“They assured me that sufficient troops had been sent to the disturbed districts to restore order and afford protection. 

“I again told them that restored order would be the only possible proof. I also said that unless the situation was yelieved and the threatening danger 
from mob averted, I should be compelled to ask for a sufficient guard of American marines to insure the safety of the legation. They said: ‘Oh, don’t do that; 


it is unnecessary, and again promising energetic action, the interview closed. 
“Unless' some energetic action is taken, the situation will become fraught with great danger to all foreigners, not from any intelligent or organized attacks, but from ignorant and inflamed mob 
violence. I, however, believe as said in my telegram, that the government is aroused, itself alarmed at the situation and will take more energetic action, but no one can be certain of this until it 


is done. 
“Since the United States steamship Wheeling had left already for Taku, I deemed it prudent to ask the admiral for the presence of another war vessel, and responding to the request, Admiral 
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Kempff with the Newark sailed hither from Yokohama on the 19th instant and should arrive soon. I have the honor to be, sir, your obedient servant 4

DIPLOMATIC BODY TO TSUNG LI YAMEN. 


“Pekin, May 21, 1900.—The prince and ministers: I have the honor to communicate to your highness and your excellency the text of a resolution prepared yesterday by the representatives of the 
foreign powers accredited to Pekin. 

“The diplomatic body, relying upon the imperial decrees already published, which have ordered the dissolution of the boxers, demand: 

Bites: arrest of all persons practicing the drills of that association, provoking disturbances upon the public highway, posting, printing or distributing placards which may contain threats 

against foreigners. 3 
“2. The arrest of owners or guardians of temples or other places where the boxers assemble, and the treatment of these accomplices and criminal abbettors as boxers themselves. 

“3. The chastisement of the public officials who may render themselves culpable by neglecting to suppress any disorder with which they are charged, or who may connive with the rioters. 

*4. The execution of the authors of outrages {murders, incendiarism, etc.) against persons or property. , 

‘5. The execution of persons who are supporting and directing the boxers in the present disturbances. 

*6. The publication in Pekin, in Chi Li and the other northern provinces of proclamations bringing these measures to the knowledge of the people.

Here the boxers come to our very doors to practice, and I have personally seem them at it twice; 3, Chang Ko Chuang; 4, C’Heng Kuan 
Ying; 56, Shi Kuan Ying; 6, T’Ao Chung Tsi; 7, C’Hu T’Ou; 8, Tsung Chia Tien; 9, Siac Sung Ko Chuang; 10, Siao T’Sut Ko Chuang; 11, Chia Kuan Ying; 12, Siao, Koo Hsien Chuaig, where 
the American Presbyterian mission has a boarding school for girls and where there is also located one foreign lady missionary evangelist. These places are all in the neighborhood of Ling 
Shang, our headquarters; 13, Pao Ti Hsien, the county seat 100 miles to the southeast of this place, where we have had a native evangelist at work for over a year. At this place great 
numbers of men (said to be.as many as two or three hundred) practice openly every day. 

“It is only recently that open threats of violence have been made against the foreign missionaries here and against the native Christians, but they are now almost of daily occurrence. For 
example, at the sixth village mentioned above T’Sao Chung Tsi, eight miles from this place, where the pedple from several villages meet to 0»practice the I Ho 
C’Huan maneuvers. On the 12th {nstant, Mr. Wang Ting Hsiang, one of the owners of the ground where the practicing is done, forbade one of our evangelists, who is a native of that place, to come 
where they were practicing, saying to him, among other threatening things, that they were preparing to destroy the foreigners at Ling Shang and their followers—the native Christians, ‘Further- 
more, yesterday, May 14th, when two of our native preachers went to the san ho yamen with a letter from me to that official, they were recognized as Christian evangelists and followed by people 
to the yamen and repeatedly threatened with death. There were many calls for knives to kill them with. They actually suffered no physical violence, but that was doubtless only because of thelr 
own patience and forbearance. All about us men were actively stirring up feeling against us, saying that we are poisoning the wells and many villagers have already purchased native medicines to ° 
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put into the wells to counteract the effect of the supposed poison. 
“The recent rains which you have had in Pekin have not reached this part of the country and hence as no farming can be done, the people are idle and in distress at having no crops and con- 


sequently easily misled by the designing men who are so actively propagating this society. 
“The I Ho C’Haun is spreading like wildfire over all this district. Where two months ago it was practically unknown, today there are scores of active societies which are rapidly becoming ag- 
gressive ones; and unless your excellency can secure the immediate and vigorous action of the Chinese government in suppressing it and in punishing a few of the leaders, it is certain (humanly 
speaking) that it is only a question of a very short time until there will be an uprising in all this district. I believe that it is not yet too late to suppress it if taken hold of in earnest by the Chi. 
nese officials; but in my judgment (and I have passed through several such experiences in my ten or more years in China) there is not a day to spare,

FRANCE IS AGAINST JAPAN. 


All Hopes for Foreigners Have Been 
Abandoned. 

Paris, July 8.—The latest dispatches from 
China to the French government say that 
all hope of saving the lives of the for- 
eigners in Pekin has been practically 
abandoned. A French official said to a 
Tepresentatives of the Associated Press 


that it was now calculated to be impossi- 
ble that the European relief expedition 
could not reach Pekin until August, by 
which time it is feared the worst will 
have happened, if it has not already taken 
place. Further French  re-enforcements 
are being organized at the naval ports. 
The feeling of French statesmen Is 
not very favorable to the idea of giving 
Japan a mandate to quell anarchy existing 
in north China.

Interstate Commerce Commission Sub- 
mits Statistical Report. 


MORE SINGLE TRACK MILEAGE 


Nearly Five Hundred Locomotives 
Were Added to Supply. 


MORE CARS THAN EVER NOW IN USE 


Nearly One Million Persons Are Now 
Employed on Railroads in the 
United States. 


Washington, July 8.—The statistical re- 
port of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion for the year ended June 30, 1399, shows 
that the number of railways in the hands 
of receivers on that.date was seventy-one, 
a net decrease of tWenty-three as com- 
pared with June 1898. The number of 
roads placed in the hands of receivers dur- 
ing the year was tWelve and the number 
removed from their management was 
thirty-nine. : 

On June 30, 1899, the total single track 
mileage in the United States was 189,294, 
an increase for the year of 2,898. This in- 
crease is greater than for any year since 
1893. 

The aggregate length of mileage, includ- 
ing tracks of all kinds, was 252,364. There 
were 36,708 locomotives in service at the 
end of the year, or 469 more than for the 
year ended June 30, 1898. 
The total number of cars of all classes 
in the service was 1,375,916, an increase of 
49,742. , 

The number of persons employed on rail- 
roads was 928,924, an increase for the year 
of 54,466. 

The amount of railway capital outstand- 
ing was $11,033,954,898, or a capitalization of 
$60,556 per mile of line. The amount of 
capital stock paying no dividend was 
$3,275,509,181, or 53.39 per cent of the total 
amount outstanding, and the amount of 
funded debt, excluding equipment trust 
obligations, which paid no interest, was 
$572,410,746. The number of passengers 
carried during the year was 523,176,508, an 
increase for the year of 22,109,827. The 
number of tons of freight carried was 959,- 
763,583, an increase of 80,757,276. The gross 
earnings 6f the roads were $1,313,310,618, an 
increase over the previous year of $66,284,- 
497, The operating expenses were $856, 968, . 
999, an increase of $38,996,743. The amount 
of dividends declared during the year was 
$111,098, 936. 

The total number of casualties to per- 
sons on account of railway accidents was 
51,748, the number of persons killed being 
7,123 and the number injured 44,620. The 
number of passengers killed during the 
year was 239, an increase of eighteen, and 
the number injured 3,442, an increase of 
497, or one passenger was killed for every 
2,189,023 carried, and one injured for every 
151,798 carried. Of railway employees 2,210 


were killed and 34,923 were injured during 
the year.

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Rich Pickings for the Carpet-Baggers 

The republican party has had many 
experiences and adventures, but the 
one most to its taste was the stubborn 
effort made by its corps of trained car- 
pet-baggers to loot and plunder the 
treasuries of the southern states qur- 
Ing the reconstruction period so-called, 
The only difficulty in the way of that 
adventure was its limited duration. 
The southern people were neither Cu- 
bans nor Porto Ricans, and as soon 
as they could recover from the sur- 
prise occasioned by the audacious at- 
tempt to destroy republican govern- 
ment in the south, they made a united 
attack on the plunderers and drove 
them from power. 

But the republican carpet-baggers 
had tasted of the sweets of militarism: 
and imperialistic operations, and their 
mouths have been watering ever since. 
This is why the «phrase, “the solid 
south,” is so full of republican hate 
and prejudice; this was why “the solid 
south’’ was declared to be a ‘“‘menace to 
the nation”—it had kicked out the car- 
pet-baggers who were robbing and 
plundering in the name of the flag 
and the republican party. 

Thoughtful men, even at the north, 
have known from the first that the 
south united itself under one party 
name for the purpose of preserving its 
free institutions, its socjal organism 
and the little property it ‘had left after 
the war. Nevertheless, the ‘‘solid 
south” was held up for years as one of 
the many perils to the nation which- 
republican editors have been’ all the 
time discovering. | 

Indeed, the south would never have 
been forgiven by the active republicans 
for interfering with the carpet-bag con- 
tingent if they had not been able to 
discover, quite by accident, fresh fields 
in which the carpet-baggers could op- 
erate. Cuba and Porto Rico fell into the 
lap of the contingent like two ripe and 
richly-flavored plums. The authority 
of the United States exists in Cuba as 
the result of a war begun in the name 
of humanity.

Upon both of these paramount 
issues the democratic deliverance is bold 
and forceful and will be generally re- 
garded as sincere. It is hLaely to draw 
to Bryan’s support many who have no 
sympathy with his financial theorles and 
who may dissent from many of the doc- 
trines proclaimed in the Kansas City 
resolutions, but. who regard the methods 
and tendencies represented by McKinley 
as more dangerous at the present time. 

Such, at least, is the outlook -today. 
No one can safely predict at the begin- 
ning of July what may be the course of 


events or what the state of public: opin- 


ion when the final issue is madexup in 
November. Each party will courit-much 
upon the errors ofits opponents. But the 
Kansas City convention has escaped the 
danger of scattering its force at the out- 
set and has opened the way to a serious 
discussion of large questions of public 
policy whose determination is of the 
utmost importance to the people of the 
United States, if not also to the world 
at large. 

That this is the first. sober compari- 
son of thoughtful men upon reading 
the two platforms there can be no 
doubt, and that such.a reception paves’ 
the way for an intelligent discussion of 
the whole field is certain. The conserv- 
ative voters of the north and west are 
not going to be stampeded into voting 
for the ‘‘old party because it saved the 
union” when they find it engaged in 
the baleful work of seeking its destruc-' 
tion through a centralism which meang 
imperialism. 

Pennsylvania would go democratic to- 
day were it not for the 80,000 bogus 
voters which are denounced by The 
Philadelphia Press in local elections,

ticket. There is prospect, notwithstand- 
ing, that despite the ballot box stuffing 
of the republican leaders, the state will 
go democratic anyway. 


The Neely Case. 

The postponement of the Neely case 
is ostensibly due to a desire on the 
part of the judge to allow the defense 
to present briefs and for the govern- 
ment to introduce further testimony, 
but the probability is that there are 
other reasons for the postponement. 

The strange delay in this case has 
already attracted the attention of the 
newspapers and they are beginning to 
comment on it. Among these comments 
we notice those of The Washington 
Post, which is a non-partisan journal, 
and those of The Indianapolis Journal, 
which is a tried and true republican 
organ.

The/crime which it is charged was

}cious, He took advantage of his posi- 


tion, if the charges are true, not only 
to line his own pockets, but to drag 
the good name of this country in the 
dirt. Nevertheless, his case bids fair 
to take its place among those that hang 
on until they are forgotten. 

Neely is the man who has said that 
he doesn’t propose to be made a victim 
for the benefit of others. He promises 
to speak out in court, and there are 
those who profess to see in the delay 
the work of influential persons who, in 
shielding Neely, will also shield them- 
selves. 
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Senator Lodge’s Inquiry. 

The Boston Journal triumphantly 
quotes an inquiry made by Senator 
Lodge in regard to the troubles in Chi- 
na. “Where,” asks the original of Sar- 
gent’s great. portrait, “would our con- 
sul and our missionaries, and our mer- 
chants, and our traders, and our minis- 
ters have looked for protection if we 
had never heard of the Philippines? 
Before we could have got ships and 
men there, the danger and the peril 
would have been over.” 

As a matter of fact, have the Philip- 
pines enabled us to give the protection 
for which our ministers, consuls, mis- 
sionaries, merchants and traders have 
been looking. Not even Japan and Rus- 
sia, with troops close at hand, have 
been able to place any serious obstacle 
in the way of the Chinese hordes who 
are masacreing foreign and native 
Christians and burning and plundering 
right and left. : 

No matter what policy we had in 
tended to pursue toward the Philip- 
pines, our ships and troops would have 
been there under the circumstances and 
these troops and ships would have been 
powerless to prevent the wholesale 
slaughter at Pekin. Even the Lodge 
brand of imperialism doesn’t provide 
for every emergency. Not even the pos- 
session of a slice of China would have 
enabled us to cope with the situation 
there with any more success than has 
attendeq the efforts of Great Britain, 
Germany and Japan. We are not alone 
in our inability to afford protection to 
the interests categorically mentioned 
by Lodge. All the other nations in- 
volved have been as powerless as the 
United States. 
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Our Cotton Goods Exports. 

In a recent statement Colonel Henry 
G. Hester. secretary of the New Or- 
leans cotton exchange, discussing the 
remarks of Mr. Theodore C. Search, 
seems to be unduly concerned about 
the overstockings of our cotton mills. 

While Colonel Hester’s object is to 
encourage attention to exports, and is 
so far good, he lays too much stress 
in what he conceives to be a struggle 
for the home market. If the purpose of 
the American mills was simply to cater 
to the home trade, it would end in dis- 
aster, and if no steps. were being taken 
for an enlargement of our markets, it 


would be the height of folly. But is 


this the case? We think a little inves- 
tigation will show the groundlessness 
of Colonel Hester’s fears. without at all 
detracting from his appeal in behalf 
of foreign markets, . 

The surprising leap from. ::547,000 
bales in southern mill°consumption in 
1889-90 to. 1,400,000 the past year is 
truly a- magnificent record. This has 
been the result of local capital, and 
the placing of the product has been the 
work of southern commercial talent. 
The output has’ not been permitted to 
pile up in warehouses awaiting chance 
buyers, but has been exploited long. be- 
fore the day of manufacture. Necessa- 
rily much of this appeal. has been to 
the home “ market, but a respectable 
proportion of it has been placed abroad 
in every continent of the world. In fact, 
the most successful invasion ever made 
of China was by the late Colonel H. P. 
Hammett, of South Carolina, who 
proved that there was no necessity for 


ia. clear-brained man going to qither 


New York or Liverpool when he could 
go straight to China himself.. His ex- 
ample has been followed by many 
others, and as a consequence there are 
mills whose entire output is reserved 
for the Chinese trade. The people of 
the south have won quite as big a 
victory in the mercantile as in the 
manufacturing field, and we have no 
doubt whatever of their ability to hold 
their own in the future. 

While all this is true, we quite agree 
with Colonel Hester that there is wide 
room for improvement in the mercan- 
tile field, and that the elimination of 
unnecessary middlemen may be left to 
the manufacturer and the consumer. 
As an evidence of this it is pointed out 
that cotton which once stood chargés 
of $4 to $5 a bale is now handled at 2 
and 50 cents. Still the middleman ig 
formidable in the Chinese trade when, 
as Colonel Hester points out, the mill 
passes its goods (a) through its regu- 
lar commission house, (b) thence 
through a broker, (c) thence through a 


commission export house to (d) the im-. 


porting merchant in China or else- 
where, thus paying four commissions 
or brokerages before reaching the re- 
tailer, who must have no small profit, 
means that there are five sets of peo- 
ple between the manufacturer and the 
consumer, and perhaps six, if there is 
a jobber added in China. 

New conditions will bring forth new 
ideas and to this end every energy 
should be bent.

Alabama Will Roll Up a Big Majority 
for Samford. 


VIRTUALLY NO OPPOSITION 


Then in November Bryan and Steven- 
son Will Win Easily. 


AN ACTIVE CAMPAIGN WILL . WAGE 


Principles of Democracy Will Be Ex- 
plained and Kept Before the 
People—General News. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 8.—(Special.)— 
There are two certain political events to 
occur in Alabama in the future—that is, 
Alabama will elect a democratic gover- 
nor in August, Colonel W. J. Samford, 
of Opelika, and in November will elect 
electors who will cast votes for William 
Jennings Bryan and Adlai E. Stevenson. 
There is no denying these facts and but 
little effort will be made to controvert 
these certainties. Colonel Samford, 
however, with.a strong following and a 
g00d campaign committee, is leaving 
nothing undone to set the democratic 
principles well before the people, and in 
counties where the anti-democratic forces 
have had some sway a merry fight is 
going on. Colonel Samford is making 
friends fast in the populist counties in 
the state and at this writing all indi- 
cations point to a great reduction of the 
anti-democratic forces in the state and 
the anti-democratic representation in 
the next general assembly of the state. 

There are bright indications that sev- 
eral of the pepulist counties of the state 
will return to the democratic fold and 
county officers will be chosen from the 
ranks off the- democracy. 

Colonel&Samford is making a canvass 
mostly in these counties and the prin- 
ciples he is explaining will be. accepted 
by no few changing complexions, it is 
believed, in many of the strongholds of 
the opposite party. 

That Alabama will cast its electoral 
vote for Bryan and Stevenson there is 
not a particle of doubt. The Kansas 
City nominations are very pleasing to 
the democracy of this state and there 
are many who believe that the nomina- 
tion of these two strong men will bring 
out a stronger vote than could other- 
wise have resulted had either Hill, of 
New York, whom many desired, or 
Towne been nominated. The delegates 
to the Kansas City convention are re- 
turning now and the great work done 
in the western city is being talked about 
on all sides. There is but littie heard 
now but the coming victory in Novém- 
ber for the nansas City nominees. The 
different elements in the democratic par- 
ty seem to be better pleased at the ticket 
than for some time, and it is believed 
that it will be the means of bringing 
many of the party men together again. 
The silver and anti-silver men are on 
better terms again and there seems to 
be a reconciliation going on that will 
be of benefit to the party in the end. 


Alabama will not change from its beaten ' 


path, and when the ides of November 
come around a big majority is going 
to be given Bryan and Stevenson with- 
out any trouble. 

The state election, which is just a 
month off, is arousing but little interest 
in any part of the state. It is admitted 
that Colonel Samford is a very strong 
candidate outside of his political affilia- 
tion. He is a clean man and a man 
who will sit in the executive chair with 
the best interests of the people at heart. 

The republicans in Alabama are going 
to make a little fight. Their campaign 
committee appointed a few days since 
will hold a meeting during this week, 
at a place to be designated by Chairman 
F. F. Conway, of that committee, and 
plans of action will be provided for. 
Their candidate for governor, Colonel 
John A. Steele, is pretty well known, is 
a clean man as far as that goes, but he 
has not the votes behind him and has 
no show. He has some relatives among 
the leaders on the democratic side, but 
that will amount to aught in his politi- 
cal aspirations in the ranks of repub- 
licans. 

The republicans are not taking much 
hand in county politics, except in a few 
places. In Jefferson county no ticket 
will be named by the republicans, and so 
it is absolutely certain that the demo- 
@ratic candidates will be elected. It 
is not believed, either, that in the ninth 
district any republican candidate for con- 
gress will be put out by the republicans, 
so that means that Congressman Oscar 
W. Underwood will be re-elected without 
opposition. 

The other parties are weaker than the 
republicans. In fact, all the anti-demo- 
eratic forces in the state will count for 
nothing against Colonel Samford in the 
race for the governorship.

B. M. Allen, of Birmingham, grand ex- 
alted ruler of the Benevolent Protective 
Order of Elks, will not accept of a re- 
nomination at the grand ‘lodge meeting 
of the order, which will commence in 
Atlantic City, N. J., on Tuesday.

Tallahassee, Fla., July 8.—(Special.)— 
Last February the Florida republicans 
held a state convention at St. Augustine. 
Delegates to the Philadelphia convention 
and candidates for presidential electors 
were named, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability of 
putting out a state ticket. The conven- 
tion then adjourned, subject to call. The 
committee has been called by its chair- 
man, Hon. W. G. Robinson, of the gen- 
eral land office at Gainesville, to meet 
in Ocala on July 17th and select a slate 
to present to the convention, which has 
been called to reconvene in Ocala on 
July 19th. It is said by leading repub- 
licans that a full ticket for state offices 
will certainly be placed before the people 
by the reconvened convention. 

It is regarded as very significant that 
a call has been issued for a state con- 
vention of populists to be held in Ocala 
on July 17th. The identity of plate and 
time chosen by the republicans 4nd pop- 
ulists leads to open talk of expected 
fusion. Whether this will develop into 
anything tangible remains to be seen, but 
an unusual reticence to talk about the 
matter is noticeable among both repub- 
licans and populists. ,

delegations. Solicitor Hutchinson, who 
was one of the party to reach this city- 
last night, brought with him the thanks 
of Mr. Stevenson's representatives as well 
as other laurels achieved through his ora- 
torical effort.

The members of the Georgia party went 
to the west—to a section in which the 
holding of a national democratic con- 
vention was to be an experiment—with 
much hope for the election, but little con- 
fidence in victory. This was due to what 
seemed to be a popular demand for a 
New Yorker in second place to go 


‘against the terrible Rough Rider in his 


own dug-out. They returned last night 
Satisfied that the convention has done the. 
best thing possible for the party and’ 
confident not only that Bryan will be 
elected, but that a landslide will come, 


leaving no doubt as to the choice of the 
people. 

In St. Louis, where the Georgia party 
spent Saturday, the city was turned over 
to a number of delegations. In a La- 
clede avenue car where several Geor- 
gians were seated with other delegates 
and a number of natives, Solicitor Dave 
Meadows addressed the crowd; predicted 
the election of Mr. Bryan and a demo- 
cratic congress, and then proceeded to 
compliment the citizens of St. Louis on 
the splendid development of their city. 
He closed with the decaration that the 
people of Georgia had just as much sense 
as the citizens of St. Louis, the only 
difference being that the former had no 
money while the latter was never with- 
out. 


Georgians Friendly with Hill. 

The leaders of the Georgia delegation 
struck up a pleasant relationship with 
ex-Senator Hill, of New York, and this 
relation was increased when Georgia, in 
voting for a vice presidential . nominee, 
cast its solid ballot against the New 
Yorker. It was what Hill expected of 
his Georgia friends and he was not dis- 
appointed. 

David B. Hill will be long remembered 
as the unique figure of a most remarka- 
ble convention. For two sessions prior to 
the one at which nominations for vice 
president were in order, the New York 
man staid away principally because his 
coming always provoked a shout which 
kept up intermittently until his depart- 
ure. With Hill in the hall, however great 
his effort to conceal the fact, order could 
not be obtained by the chairman, and so 
Hill staid away until the time when it 


,was essential that he should come in 


order to keep from being nominated. 
The popularity of the New Yorker in 
the convention is an enigma to the know- 
ing ones. There had been an impression 
of late that Hill was dead politically and 
that a crowd of 25,000 people should go 
mad at his coming is the thing that 
strikes most people as singular. Some 
said it was only respect for the dead, but 
this can not be the case, for the con- 
vention. if it demonstrated anything, 
clearly brought out the fact that the ex- 
senator deserves'to be numbered with the 
living. The enthusiasm over Hill is not 
explained, because it is well known that 
the New York man has ever held coldly 
aloof from the people, never seeking the 
personal friendship of politics. Plainly 
speaking, the demeanor of ex-Senator Hill, 
even in a convention where people are 
supposed to be pleasant from policy if not 
from habit. convinces one that he {is 
cold and calculating and gives little 
thought to please the masses. It is sus- 
pected that his first entrance into the con- 


rive late, and on this belief Hill is charged 
with a grandstand play. If any such 
scheme to attract attention was put on 
foot the man from the banks of the Hud- 
son must have repented before adjourn- 
ment of the convention, since his poj*u- 
larity caused him nothing but worry and 
trouble. 

It was a man of this temperament and 
nature that the convention literally went 
down before on its knees. In his two re- 
markable addresses, first in seconding 
Bryan's nomination, and afterwards in 
declining the honor of sé€cond place on 
the ticket, Hill made it clear or attempt- 
ed to do so that he was in line with the 
party and proposed in the campaign to 
do some work for the ticket. Hill began 
in Kansas City to lay his pipes to some 
time- and place four years hence, when 
another democretic convention is to meet. 

Kansas City a Success. 

As a convention city, Kansas City fully 
came up to the expectations of the na- 
tional committee. The magnificent audi- 
torium in the center of the town and 
conveniently near the big hotels ts a sufil- 
cient attraction with other inducements 
Kansas City ca offer to draw there the 
biggest gatherings in the world. At no 
one session was there fewer than 22,000 
people in the hall. The place will seat

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WILL CAMP AT CHICKAMAUGA. 


Government Selects It as Main Ren- 
dezvous for Returning Soldiers. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 8.—(Special.) 
Infcrmation has been received from 
Washington tothe effect that Chickamau- 
ga rational park is to be the main ren- 
aezvous of the returning volunteer sol- 
Giers frora Cuba, Porto Rico, the Hawafl 
islands: and Philippines. It has been 
selected as the main volunteer army 
camp and by the first of November, un- 
less the situation in Ghina becomes so 
critical that the presence of the volun- 
teers will be demanded on Chinese sofl, 
a mighty army: will be located just out- 
side of Chattanooga.: The Chickamauga 
national vack has been selected for camp- 
ing grounds for the volunteers for var- 
ious reasons. First, it is believed that in 
the fall of the year it will prove particu- 
larly adapted for headquarters for the 
winter. A second reason assigned is that 
the government owns the land and will 
be at no expense for rent. 

If the present plans are carried out and 
the camp proves as satisfactory as is 
generally believed it will, it is more than 
probable that permanent barracks will 
be erected in the park and a regular army 
pest established.

“There was no friction whatever in our delegation and everything was har- 
monious and unanimous. ;

Sumter County. 

Americus, Ga July 3.—«ppecial.)—Ship- 
ments of Biberta peaches from Americus 
and vicinity have just started, and will 
be at-rush tide for-the next two ‘veeks. 
Probably the finest Elbertas grown in the 
state are ‘o be found in the orchards here, 
as they are large, perfectly tormed and 
free from rot or blemish. Growers expect 
good prices for fruit from this time for-' 
ward. , 

Mr. H. C. Bagley, of Atlanta, who owns 
an or2hard here; has just sold on the 
trees a crop of Elbertas cn four acres of 
land, the iot netting him #60 cash. .He 
has later varieties in the same orchard, 
the sale of which will inake nis peach 
crop net Lim $1,000. Mr. Bagiey is a prog- 
ressive and wide-awake farmer. Recently 
he shipped‘to Atlanta 7,000 ears of green 
corn, which he sold at 3 cents per dozen 
ears, or at the rate of $% per bushel. The 
corn was loaded in bulk in a freight «ir 
right in the field, and the trouble of ship- 
ping was very sight indeed.

BOTH FELL FROM TRAIN 


Captain Brown Injured, but Sent 
Escaped with Few Bruises, 


OFFICER IS AT GRADY HOSPITAL 


Accident Occurred Near Locust Grove 
While the Fifth Regiment Was 
En Route to Cumberland 
Island forIts Annual 

_ Encampment. 


In attempting to save the life of Sentry 
McCloud on the train which carried the 
Fifth regiment to Cumberland island fast 
Saturday night Captain George 8S. Brown, 
commissary of the command, was him- 
self bddly injured and now lies at the 
Grady hospital with several severe cuts, 
sprains and buises on various portiong of 
his body. 

Captain Brown was attempting to keep 
the sentry from falling off the train as it 
rounded the curve below Locust Grove. 
The momentum of the falling body of the 
sentry, however, was so great as to prove 
too much for the strength of Captain 
Brown and both men fell from the train. 
They were unconscious when picked up 
and it was thought for a time that both 
were seriously. injured. : 

Only Captain Brown, however, was in- 
jured sufficiently to compel a return to 
Atlanta. He reached here yesterday 
morning and was sent to the Grady hos- 
pital. Sentry McCloud recovered con- 
sciousness soon after reaching the depot 
at Locust and continued on the trip with 
the regiment. 

The Fifth regiment, or rather 250 men 
of it, taken from all companies, left At- 
lanta Saturday night at 7:30 o’clock over 
the Southern railway for Cumberland isl- 
and. It was a regimental! special and on 
every platform was placed a sentry to 
keep the men from leaving the cars to 
stand upon the platform while the iain 
was in motion. One of these sentries was 
Mr. McCloud, of Atlanta, one of the most 
trustworthy men in the regiment. 

Captain Brown Was Busy. 

Captain George 8S. Brown, the commis- 
sary of the command, found it necessary 
to pass from one of the cars to another 
frequently during the first few hours of 
the trip in order to look after his stores 
and make arrangement for the breakfast 
of the men. yesterday morning. 

He reached the platform upon which 
was Sentry McCloud just after the train 
had passed Locust Grove. The sentry 
saluted as the officer reached him, As he 
did so the train rounded a curve and the 
lurch caused the sentry, who had 
stiffened his body, to lose his balance. 

As he began falling Captain Brown 
caught his coat, but the momentum was 
too great and \beth officer and gentry 
fell from the train. 

The salute, the attempt to rescue and 
the fall were seen through the door of 
the car by members of the regiment and 
the alarm was at once given. The train 
was stopped and went back to where the 
two men had fallen from the train. 

They were found in a ditch beside the 
track, Both were unconscious. 

Dr. E. C. Davis, the regimental surgeon, 
attended to the injured while the train 
was being run back to Locust Grove and 
soon after that place was reached the 
two men regained consciousness. 

It was found that Captain ._Brown hai 
been badly cut and bruised in several 
places. Sentry McCloud was in much bet- 
ter condition and at his ewn request wus 
allowed to continue with the regiment. 


, Was Brought to Atlanta. 


Second Lieutenant F. M. Hadley and 
Sergeant James A. Randall, of company 
B, were placed in charge of Captain 
Brown and they arrived with him*“in At- 
lanta yesterday morning at 6:20 o'clock. 
Colonel Park Woodward, the commanding 
officer of the regiment, met the party with 
the Grady Hospital ambulance at the 
depot and the injured officer was removed 
to the hospital. There it wag definitely 
ascertained that his injuries, while pain- 
ful in the extreme, were not of a danger- 
ous character. His wife remained with 
him through the day and night. 

The regiment goes into camp under com- 
mand of Major Joseph Van Holt Nash, 
the ranking officer. Colonel Woodward 
was unwilling to go with his command 
because of the condition of the water- 
works system. While there was really 
no necessity for a cancellation of his en- 
gagement with the regiment he preferred 
remaining in Atlanta during the time of 
trouble in his department.

One of the bolts of lightning 
struck Mr. Austin’s house on the roof 
Mr, Austin 
and his family saw the flash of lightning 
and heard the sharp clap of thunder that 
followed. The flames must have spread 
rapidly, for in a few minutes after the 
stroke the fire was seen\leaping through 
the attic window. i 

An effort was made tol save the furni- 
ture, but the fire gained such headway 
that only a few chairs wert taken out of 
the burning building. : 


The fire was seen in the city and two 


alarms were sent in for the fire depart- 
ment. Little could be done, however, for 
the flames had about destroyed the dwell- 
ing before the department was notified. 

Mr. Austin’s home, which was at No. 
57 Austin avenue, in the extreme eastern 
portion of Inman Park. cost about $7,000 
and was a very elegant modern dwelling. 
The furniture was valued at about $1,500. 
The house was insured, but the furniture 
was not. R 

One of Mr. Austin’s neighbors, when the 
loud clap of thunder came, called out 
across the yard and asked: 

“What did that lightning strike?” 

Mr. Austin replied that he did not know. 
A few minutes later the fire was dlis- 
covered. 

There was much delay in sending in 
the alarm, The telephone was tried first 
and the wires were found out of order 
on account of the electric storm. A mis- 
take was made in reaching a box, ag there 
Was one much nearer than the two which 
were finally used. 

Mr. Austin estimated his entire loss at 
about $9,000. He could not say what his 
total insurance amounted to, but he did 
not think it wags more than $3,000 on the 
dwelling and nothing on the furniture.

The sudden storm which swept over 
the city yesterday afternoon about 6 
o'clock caused considerable damage by 
uprooting trees, blowing down fences and 
unroofing houses. 

The high wind which came from a 
blac.. cloud when the heat was almost 
stifiing lifted clouds of dust, making the 
storm in the nature of the simooms which 
rush across the sandy deserts. 

While trees uprooted, fences torn down 
and portions of residences damaged made 
the storm one of marked severity, yet 
the most startling incident was the chok- 
ing of a child almost to death by the 
thick dust borne through the streets by 
the whirlwind. The heavy dust caused 
the child to faint and fall in the street 
and only heroic treatment saved its 
life. 

The wind at one time was blowing a 
terrific gale. It came from the north- 
west and tore through the streets. and 
around the corners like a tornado. Peo- 
ple on the streets could not face it and 
in every direction those who had been 
caught out ran for shelter. 

Reports from the weather bureau show- 
ed thé maximum velocity of the wind to 
have been fifty miles an hour, which tis 


, quite a severe gale. 


The wires of the police signal service 
were rendered useless nearly all over the 
tity. Traffic on some of the trolley car 
lines was temporarily interfered with. A 
break was made in the circuit of the 
fire alarm wires and irregular taps of 
the fire bell rang out loud and wild 
as the storm passed onward to the east, 
the discordant clangs blending with the 
muttering thunder. * 

A slow rain pattered down after the 
storm passed by, while fitful flashes 
of lightning made lurid the gathering 
shadows of ime night. The evening was 
dismal and dreary after the bright, sun- 
ny day. 

But so welcome was the cooling of the 
rain and wind, after a day of intolerable 

“heat, the storm was looked upon as a 
blessing. } 
Storm Sweeps Over the City. 

A few minutes before 6 o'clock yes- 
terday evening a black cloud swooped 
down upon the city from the northwest, 
and before any one realized that a storm 
had been brewing a high wind swept 
through the streets raising great pillars 
of dust, which for a time shut out every- 
thing in sight. People could not be seen 
across the street in some localities. The 
dust ascended hig. and seemed to blend 
With the clouds above. 

For half an hour the wind and dust 
storm lasted, when a light rain fell, 
bringing a calm.

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TEACHERS LEAVE 
FOR CONVENTION 


Atlanta’s Delegates Are Off for Charles- 
ton Today. 


MANY WILL MAKE THE TRIP 


The Delegation Will Leave Atlanta 
on the Early Morning Train. 


DELEGATES PASS THROUGH ATLANTA 


Many Parties from the West Have 
Arrived and Departed Within ~ 
the Past Few Days. 


Atlanta’s delegation to the annual con- 
vention of the National Educational As- 
sociation, which will be held in Charles- 
ton, 8S. C., Beginning tomorrow morning, 
will leave Atlanta this morning at 7:0 
o'clock. The party will go by way of 
Augusta.

Some of the Commissioners Dissatls- 
fled with Police Force, 


OME OFFICERS TO BE “TRIED 


Regular Monthly Session To Be Held. 
It Is the General Opinion That 
Something Sensational Is 
To Come Up at the 
| Meeting. 


The board of police commissioners meets 
tonight in regular monthly session, and 
unless all signs fail in hot weather, there 
will be a lively time before the session is 
ended. - 

There have been sO many rumors and 
the board has been so quixotic in its offi- 
cial temperament lately that it is not safe 
or wise to make any prediction of a more 
detailed nature than to say that the 
meeting will be warm enough to prove 
commensurate with the July weather. 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
board is divided about the candition of 
the department so far as discipline and 
good management is concerned. At least, 
there appears to be a division whenever a 
vote is taken on a question which touches 
upon discipline. 

Commissioner English stated at a recent 
meeting of the board that the police force 
was woefully lacking in good conduct, 
and since he made the announcement one 
officer has been dismissed for immor- 
ality and two for drinking, and two more 
officers are to be arraigned for trial. 

There are members of the board who are 
in earnest about working a change in the 
department in order, they say, to place it 
in a condition to make it more efficient. 

How Some Commissioners Talk. 

‘“‘Witnesses and members of the depart- 
ment,” said a commissioner yesterday, 
“have sworn that the discipline was per- 
fect, and I seriously doubt if they Know 
what is meant by discipline. The patrol- 
men might obey every rule and there 
might not be a flaw in the conduct of 
any officer and yet the discipline be rot- 
ten. By discipline we are to understand 
the good management of a body of men 
and in such a manner as to make them as 
efficient as possible. Suppose in a com- 
pany of soldiers every man was perfect 
in his conduct and bearing and yet the 
captain should show gross favoritism and 
not look after the well being of his men, 
making promotions unworthily; wouldn't 
the discipline be bad despite the fact 
that the men were as perfect themselve:; 
as a body of men could be?” 

Following this line of argument, certain 
commissioners are expected to take some 


| definite action tonight looking to a bet- 


terment of the whole police force, but 
just what this will be is hard to fore- 
cast. 

A commissioner was asked yesterday 


as they, are until the end of the term, 
next March, as it was only eight or nine 
months off, and his reply is characteristic 
of the stand certain of the commissfoners 
have taken.

The chief of police will make a report 
on the allegations against Patrolmen Tom 
Grant and Jim Shepard, who are sald to 
have known facts about the Wheeler mur- 
der case before the killing which they as 
officers should have reported. The testi- 
mony of the two policemen at Wheeler’s 
trial has been secured and will be read 
to the board and it will be decided whether 
or not to prefer charges.

The Ash- 
craft mills will give the producer the 
benefit of this saving. So much for the 
Ashcraft mills. one of the most complete 
plants of the kind in the entire south. 

The celebration was a fitting one, and 
intended as a formal welcome into the 
industrial field in’ Florence, a city which 
claims to be the foremost in the entire 
south. insofar as the diversified nature of 
its manufacturing interests are con- 
cerned. 

The crowds assembled at the Ashcraft 
mills, the first of a long line of industries 
lining the bank of the Tennessee river. 
From this point they were then taken on 
board a special train furnished by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, and 
rode to the very doors of the nineteen 
other industries of the city over a loop 
railroad. The itinerary of the trip in- 
cluded the Tennessee Valley Fertilizer 
Company, which manufactures 7,000 tons 
ofefertilizers annually; the Florence Mill- 
ing Company’s plant, which has a capac- 
ity of 28 barrels of flour and 750 bushels 
of meal per day; the Mint Springs Stave 
Company, which manufacturers barrels 
and slack barrel staves for shipment to 
cooperage establishments all over the 
United States; the Alabama Stave Com- 
pany, with an output of 9,000,000 staves a 
year, and shipping to foreign ports al- 
most exclusively; the Bellamy planing 
mills, capitalized at $30,000, and handling 
all kinds of lumber and building material; 
the Philadelphia furnace, owned by the 
Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Company, 
and having an output of over 200 tons of 
iron daily: the Florence Wagon Compa- 
ny, which manufactures the celebrated 
Florence wagon to the extent of 10,000 an- 
nually; the Florence Pump and Lumber 
Company, employing 200 men and turning 
out wood pumps; the Cherry cotton mills, 
one of the best plants in the south, man- 
ufacturing yarns only, and running day 
and night with a pay roll of more than 
400 people; the Florence machine works, 
capitalized at $25,000, and manufacturing 
sawmills, engines and boilers; the gas 
factory, steam launary and ice factory; 
Florence stove works. . 

The celebration was the first of the kind 
ever given by a southern town, and, 50 
far as the writer knows, in the United 
States. 

All of the manufacturing plants kept 
open houre and many of 
prepared neat souvenirs for the occasion. 
The Ashcraft cotton mills gave to each 
visitor a strip of the new cloth with the 
words: . “Souvenir: Ashcraft Cotton 
Mills, Florence, Ala., Factory Day, Juiy 
3. 1900." 

Four thousand handsomely engraved in- 
vitations were sent out by the manufac- 
turers of the city inviting customers, 
friends and firms with whom they have 
business dealings, asking them to be pres- 
ent. The city was filled with strangers 
from all parts of the country. 

Florence has made wonderful strides in 
a manufacturing way within the past 
two years, and ships every day in the 
year many carloads of cloth, pig iron, cot- 
ton varns. ice, stoves, pumps, wagons, 
boilers. engines, sawmills, 
rels, fertilizers, cotton seed oil, meal and 
hulls, shingles and flour.

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HELD FOR LARCENY 


George Lynch Steals Drags from Store 
in the City. 


FRANKLY ADMITS THE THEFT 


Gays He Uses Cocaine and Will Steal 
To Get If. 


WAS FOUND WANDERING IN INMAN PARK 


Came to Atlanta from Fr 
Is Held in a Cell at 
Barracks. 
ed 


Last Friday night a well-dressed man, 
a stranger in the city, went into Palmer’s 
drug store, corner of Pryor and Decatur 
streets, and, after stating he was purchas- 
ing for a country drug store, ordered eight 
bottles of morphine and $2 worth of 
cocaine. The clerk put up the order. The 
stranger asked for some other drugs and 
when the clerk turned away to get it, the 
purchaser picked up the morphine and’ 
cocaine and slipped out of the store. 

The matter was reported to the police 
and Saturday afternoon Call Officer Gar- 
ner and Bicycle Officer Goree found the 
man wandering about in Inman Park. 
He was arrested and tocked up at the 
police barracks. 

The stranger gave his name-as George 
Lynch and he frankly admitted the charge 
against him. 

“There is no use denying tha. I went 
into the drug store and stole the morphine’ 
and cocaine,”’ he frankly stated. “I use 
cocaine and I will do anything to get the 
poison when I am out of money. I didn’t 
want the morphine for I can take a whole 
bottle a day and feel no effect from it. 
I must have cocaine and after I got the 
morphine I swapped it off for cocaine at 
another store in the city.” ' 

Lynch states that his home is in Frank- 
lin, Ky. He ts a brickmason by trade, but 
his constitution is so wrecked by the use 
of the drugs that he is unfit to do any sort 
of work. He has a wild stare in his 
eyes and talks excitedly. 

When asked about the habit of using 
cocaine, he replied: 

“I have been using morphine and cocaine 
for twelve years. I was hurt in a raill- 
road accident, losing a part of a foot 
and some of my fingers, and the doctors 
gave me morphine to ease my pain when I 
was getting well. I kept it up and got 
so I couldn’t quit when I wanted to. 
Later I took to using cocaine as mor- 
phine had but little effect. I can take 
morphine now by the mouthful, swallow+ 
ing enough to kill any ordinary person, 
and yet feel no effect whatever: I use 
cocaine by snuffing it up my nose, and, if 
I don’t get it I go wila. I went to the 
drug store and fooled the clerk. A fellow 
in my fix will do anything to get the 
poison when he is out of money.” 

Lynch has been in the city only .a few 
days. Just what will be done with him 
has not. been decided upon. It is not prob. 
able, however, that he will be prosecuted.
